Retreat of Russians «Continues, Thougii Re” 
peatedly Aftacked by Japanese-”Late 
Report Says Kuropatltia’s Rear Guard 
Altnost Anniliilated and Main Army in 
Danger of Being Surrounded. 


(Sum m ary by A ssociated P ress.) 


The forces of Kuropatkin and Oj^- 
aina are racing .for Mnkden. 
Tbis 
much btauds out in the nc\vs of Mon­ 
day and is indicated in the report for- 
•\varded by Europatkin, Avho says hm 
retreat is being conducted in perfect 
oj’der, though the Japanese on Sun­ 
day xepeatedly attacked bis rear and 
continued 
to • attack until Alondaj% 
The result of the race is in doubt. 


The united llussian forces are now 
north of Yentai, a station on tho rail­ 
way 
ten 
miles northeast of Liao 
Yatig, They are ])ushinj:: on to ^luk- 
(len, to which the bulk of the Jap- 
ancese forces is marching direct, af­ 
ter having swarmed across the Taitso 
river. A strong Japanese Haidvipg col­ 
umn is about thirty miles northeast 
of’ Liao Yang ond trying to get be­ 
tween tho Russian forces and Muk­ 
den. With this race in progi-ess there 
comes a brief, dispatch from Muk­ 
den saying preparations for the evac­ 
uation of that place are proceeding. 
'I’his report, if well founded, as it 
is pointed,out in the Associated Press 
St. 
Petersburg 
dispatches, 
would 
\m ean the abantlonment of the whole 
of .southern M'an’cburia and the wind­ 
ing up of the present campaign.

It was reported in St. Petersburg 
late Monday night that Kuropatkin^s 
rear guard had been olmost annihilat­ 
ed and that; the main Kussian army 
was in danger of beiiii^ surrounded. 


Kuropatkin, in his ref)ort, makes no 
mention of the abandonment of 200 
guns at Liao Yang, a rumor to which 
effect is in circulation. 


Advices from'Port Arthuj by way 
of Cheefoo bring the fighting'there 
up to Sept, 2 and say the Japanese 
losses werb very heavy.
